Students  will  be  appointed  to  the  Normal  Schools  by  the  Su- 
perintendent, upon  the  recommendation  of  Superintendents  and 
School  Commissioners.  These  officers  will  be  relied  upon  to  prop- 
erly represent  to  possible  candidates  the  needs  of  the  public  schools 
for  well  qualified  teachers,  and  the  necessity  of  professional  and 
technical  training  on  the  part  of  all  who  intend  to  teach.  No  bet- 
ter service  can  be  rendered  to  the  educational  interests  of  the  state 
by  supervisory  officials  than  to  lead  desirable  students  to  seek  tlie 
advantages  of  the.  professional  training  school. 

The  Normal  Schools  of  New  York  are  unexcelled  by  any  in  the 
country.  Their,  equipment  and  facilities  are  being  continually  im- 
proved, and  their  energies  are  being  more  and  more  exclusively  de- 
voted to  the  professional  preparation  of  teachers.  Superintendents 
and  Commissioners  should  therefore  discriminate  in  making  recom- 
mendations. No  student  can  be  admitted  who  has  not  already  ac- 
quired a  substantial  elementary  education.  This  can  be  gained  in 
the  ordinary  schools,  and  the  professional  training  schools  can  not 
be  properly  taxed  with  work  which  the  common  schools  can  per- 
form as  well.  Through  the  quality  of  the  work  performed,  and 
through  the  attainments,  professional  spirit,  and  purpose  of  gradu-. 
ates,  rather  than  through  mere  multiplicity  of  numbers,  can  the 
Normal  Schools  best  promote  the  educational  interests  of  the  state. 

Appointments 

All  persons  who  expect  to  attend  Normal  Schools  must  secure 
appointments  from  School  Commissioners  or  Superintendents. 

Persons  must  be  sixteen  years  of  age,  and  must  possess  good 
health,  good  moral  character,  and  good  scholarship  in  the  branches 
required  for  entrance,  in  order  to  secure  appointments. 


A  request  for  appointment  should  include  the  name,  age,  resi 
dence,  grade  of  certificate  or  diploma  held,  and  the  name  of  the 
school  which  the  person  desires  to  attend. 

After  the  appointment  has  been  properly  filled  out,  it  should 
be  mailed  to  the  Superintendent  of  Public  Instruction  at  Albany, 
who  will  send  it  to  the  school  specified. 

Appointments  will  not  be  approved  later  than  the  third  week 
after  the  students  have  entered  school. 


Requirements  for  Admission 

CERTIFICATES   OF   PROFICIENCY 

Admission  may  be  gained  without  examinations  by  presenting 
one  of  the  following  evidences  of  proficiency : 

The  diploma  of  a  university  or  college  of  a  standing  recognized 
by  this  Department. 

A  state  certificate. 

A  first  or  second  grade  uniform  examination  certificate. 

A  training  class  certificate. 

A  Regents  Academic  diploma. 

A  diploma  issued  by  this  Department  certifying  to  graduation 
from  a  high  school  or  academy. 

ENTRANCE   EXAMINATIONS 

Students  who  are  unable  to  present  one  of  the  above  named 
diplomas  or  certificates  can  be  admitted  to  the  Normal  Schools  of 
the  state  only  by  passing  the  uniform  entrance  examinations  pre- 
scribed by  this  Department.  These  examinations  will  be  held  in 
every  Commissioner  district  of  the  state,  and  in  the  cities  which 
have  adopted  the  uniform  system,  in  connection  with  the  regular 
uniform  examinations  held  during  each  year.  Information  con- 
cerning dates  and  places  of  examinations  may  be  had  from  School 
Commissioners  and  City  Superintendents,  who  will  have  charge  of 
these  examinations  and  who  will  forward  the  answer  papers  to  this 
Department.  Candidates  will  receive  notice  of  the  results  of  the 
examinations  in  ample  time  for  presentation  at  the  school  for  the

required  entrance  standard. 

Upon  application  t«)  this  Department  hy  any  candidate  the  par 
tial  standing;  ohtained   for  a  tirst  or  secnmd  grade  certihcate,  or  a 
training  class  certificate,  may  be  applied  toward  the  reciuirements 
for  Normal   entrance   examinations,   provided  such    stand in;^  was 
earned  within  the  current  year. 

The  subjects  in  which  examinations  are  re(iuired  for  entrance 
to  Normal  Schools  are : 

Arithmetic,  geograi)hy,  grammar,  composition,  orthography, 
American  history,  and  penmanship.  A  minimum  of  seventy-tive 
per  cent,  will  be  reiiuired  in  each  subject. 

NON-RESIDENTS 

Non-residents  of  the  state  are  not  solicited  or  encouraged  to 
enter  our  Normal  Schools,  but  those  who  specially  desire  to  do  so, 
and  who  comply  with  the  re(iuirements  for  admission,  may  be  ad- 
mitted upon  paying  to  the  treasurer  of  the  local  board  a  tuition  fee 
of  $20  per  term,  paid  quarterly  in  advance. 

School  Year 

The  school  year  begins  on  the  second  Wednesday  of  September. 
School  is  in  session  for  a  period  of  thirty-nine  weeks,  divided  as 
follows :  two  terms  of  nineteen  weeks  each  for  regular  school  work, 
with  one  week  at  the  close  of  the  school  year  for  examinations  and 
commencement  exercises.  Under  this  arrangement  no  commence- 
ment exercises  will  be  held  at  the  end  of  the  first  term. 

All  pupils  should  he  present  on  the  first  day  of  each  term. 

Admission  and  classification  will  commence  on  Wednesday, 
and  a  failure  on  the  part  of  candidates  to  be  present  at  that  time, 
will  subject  them  and  the  teachers  to  much  inconvenience. 

There  will  be  a  vacation  of  about  tw^o  weeks  during  the  holi- 
days. 

Organization 

To  accomplish  best  the  objects  for  which  the  school  was  estab- 
lished, its  work  is  divided  into  the  following  departments :  Nor- 
mal, Academic,  and  School  of  Practice. 


Normal  Department 

Tlie  Normal  department  is  desigiied  for  those  who  intend  to 
teach  and  furnishes  instruction  and  training  in  all  that  is  required 
in  a  teacher's  work. 

It  embraces  the  following  courses  of  study :  English,  Classi- 
cal, and  High  School  Graduates  Courses. 

The  English  and  Classical  Courses  are  each  four  years  in  length, 
but  they  may  be  completed  in  a  shorter  time  by  those  who  present 
certificates  or  diplomas  for  which  credit  is  given. 

The  High  School  Graduates  Courses  are  each  two  years  in 
length,  but  special  preparation  is  required  for  admission  to  each  of 
these  courses.  A  statement  of  these  requirements  is  given  in 
another  part  of  the  circular. 

Tuition  and  use  of  text  books  are  free  to  Normal  students,  but 
they  are  expected  to  purchase  such  professional  books  as  are  needed 
in  their  course.  They  will  be  held  responsible  for  any  injury  to  or 
loss  of  books.  All  students  are  advised  to  bring  with  them,  for 
reference,  any  suitable  books  which  they  have. 

Academic  Department 

No  student  will  be  received  into  the  Academic  Department 
connected  with  any  State  Normal  School,  who  is  not  a  bona  fide 
resident  of  the  territory  whose  people  have  heretofore  given  Nor- 
mal School  property  to  the  state,  and  for  whose  benefit  the  state 
has  pledged  itself  to  maintain  an  Academic  Department. 

The  courses  in  the  Academic  Department  are  as  follo\A% :  Eng- 
lisli,  Classical,  and  Preparatory  Collegiate. 

The  English  Academic  Course  is  the  same  as  the  Normal  Eng- 
lisli  Course,  with  the  omission  of  professional  work  and  teaching. 

The  Classical  Academic  Course  is  the  same  as  the  Normal 
Classical  Course,  with  the  omission  of  professional  work  and  teach- 
ing. 

The  Preparatory  Collegiate  Course  includes  such  subjects  as 
are  required  for  admission  to  the  best  colleges. 

The  tuition  charged  in  the  Academic  Department,  depends 
upon  the  subjects  studied  and  is  either  $6.00  or  $8.00  per  quarter.

Note.  Roman  numerals  I,  II,  etc.  indicate  terms  of  19  weeks 
— thus  Physics  I,  means  the  first  term  of  19  weeks  in  Physics.  The 
expression  "  10  weeks  "  means  half  a  term.  Unless  the  contrary  is 
stated  each  subject  extends  through  a  full  term. 

These  courses  of  study  took  effect  September  1,  1900.  Stu- 
dents duly  appointed  to  and  enrolled  in  Normal  departments  pre- 
vious to  that  date  w^ill  be  allowed  to  graduate  on  completing  the 
courses  in  which  they  entered,  or  their  fair  equivalent.

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Requirements  for  Admission  to  High  School 
Graduates  Courses 

To  be  admitted  to  the  two  years'  courses  for  high  school  grad- 
uates, candidates  must  have  a  Regents  Academic  diploma  or  a  di- 
ploma issued  by  this  Department  certifying  to  graduation  from  a 
high  school  or  academy. 

Those  who  are  admitted  to  either  of  these  courses  must  bring 
credentials  showing  that  they  have  had  the  subjects  specified  for 
admission  to  that  course  or  their  equivalents,  or  must  make  up  the 
subjects  in  the  Normal  School. 

ENGLISH  COURSE

Languages:  Latin  Grammar,  4  books  of  Caesar,  0  orations  of 
Cicero,  6  books  of  Virgil,  and  10  weeks  of  Latin  Prose  or  its 
equivalent. 

Greek  Grammar.  4  books  of  Anabasis,  3  books  of  Homer, 
and  10  weeks  of  Greek  Prose  or  its  equivalent. 

Two  years  of  German  or  French  may  be  otfered  instead 
of  Greek. 

The  Classical  Course  for  High  School  graduates  is  the  same  as 
the  English  Course  with  the  omission  of  Astronomy  and  10  weeks 
of  English  Literature  and  the  addition  of  one  term  of  Latin  and 
one  term  of  French,  German  or  Greek. 

The  credits  allowed  for  admission  to  any  course  are  provisional 
and  students  who  show  inability  to  keep  up  their  work  in  any  de- 
partment will  have  their  credits  withdrawn,  whenever  it  may  be 
clearly  advisable  to  do  so. 

Blanks  will  be  furnished  by  the  Department  of  Public  Instruc- 
tion for  school  authorities  to  fill  out  showing  the  candidate's  qual- 
ifications. 

Advanced  Standings 

Any  student  who  possesses  at  the  time  of  entrance  to  a  normal 
school  a  diploma  from  a  college  or  university  recognized  by  this 
Department,  or  a  state  certificate,  may  be  graduated  at  the  end  of 
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one  year's  attendance,  if  the  work  done  is  satisfactory  to  the  fac- 
ulty. All  other  students  must  be  in  the  Normal  Department  at 
least  two  years  before  they  can  be  graduated  from  that  depart- 
ment. 

The  principal  of  each  Normal  School  may  give  such  credit  for 
subjects  included  in  diplomas  from  colleges  and  universities  and  in 
state  certificates  as  he  deems  proper.  He  may  also  allow  special 
examinations  to  candidates  who  desire  to  be  excused  from  any 
subject.

Avhirli  form  a  part  of  or  arc  in  addition  to  a  li«j;ents'  twenty  four 
or  higher  count  certiticate. 

Students  who  avail  themselves  of  the  ahove  credits  must  take 
at  least  one  term  of  science  and  one  term  of  mathematics  in  the 
Normal  School  in  addition  to  the  i)rofessioiial  work  in  that  school. 

Students  who  hold  credentials  for  any  foreign  language  must 
take  at  least  one  term  in  such  language  in  class  for  methods  of 
teaching  the  same. 

Training  Class  Certificates 

Students  who  hold  Training  Class  certificates  will  receive  credit 
for  the  following  subjects :  Physiology,  American  History,  Civics, 
School  Law,  and  History  of  Education. 

Diplomas 

Students  who  complete  satisfactorily  a  course  in  the  Normal 
Department  will  receive  corresponding  diplomas  which  will  serve 
as  licenses  to  teach  in  the  public  schools  of  the  state  for  life. 

Conclusion 

Nothing  can  be  of  such  enduring  consequence  to  the  educa- 
tional interests  of  New  York  as  a  qualified  and  professional  teach- 
ing service.  A  well  qualified  body  of  teachers  must  possess  not 
only  accurate  scholarship,  but  must  be  imbued  with  the  spirit  and 
purpose  of  instruction.  Such  a  trained  and  devoted  body  of  teach- 
ers can  result  only  from  a  uniform  and  persistent  general  policy, 
looking  to  that  end.  Each  act  of  the  public  school  autliorities 
must  conform  to  such  a  policy.  The  Normal  Schools  must  not  be 
held  back  from  doing  all  that  such  institutions  may  do  to  produce 
this  result  by  reason  of  the  presence  of  students  unprepared  for 
professional  work,  and  who  are  not  in  sympathy  with  the  spirit 
Avhich  should  characterize  professional  institutions.  On  the  other 
hand,  it  is  the  imperative  duty  of  supervisory  officers  and  teachers 
to  secure  competent  and  prepared  students  for  these  institutions, 
that  they  may  continually  send  into  the  teaching  service  a  suffi- 
cient number  of  men  and  women  to  influence  and  direct  the  whole 
mass.

General  Information 


Location 

The  village  of  Geneseo  is  delightfully  situated  in  the  valley  of 
the  Genesee,  thirty  miles  south  of  Rochester,  on  the  railway  lead- 
ing from  Rochester  to  Dansville.  Students  living  on  the  line  of 
the  New  York  Central  Railway  will  take  the  cars  to  Rochester  and 
thence  to  Geneseo  by  the  Erie  Railway.  Students  coming  by  the 
Erie  Railway  will  take  the  cars  to  Avon,  and  thence  to  Geneseo. 
Those  who  come  by  the  Delaw^are,  Lackawanna  &  Western  Rail- 
way, should  come  to  Mt.  Morris,  and  thence  by  the  Erie  Railw^ay 
to  Geneseo.  Those  who  come  by  the  Western  New  York  &  Penn- 
sylvania Railway  should  come  to  Mt.  Morris,  and  thence  to  Gene- 
seo by  the  Erie  Railway,  or  to  Piffard  or  Cuylerville,  and  thence  to 
Geneseo  by  carriage. 

Special  Advantages 

The  school  is  supplied  with  a  complete  Text  Book  Library, 
containing,  besides  the  works  used  in  the  school,  others  for  refer- 
ence. 

A  library  building  to  be  connected  to  the  main^building  is  in 
process  of  construction  and  will  contain  several  thousand  volumes 
adapted  to  the  special  needs  of  students  in  their  work. 

The  students  have  free  access  to  the  Wadsworth  Library, 
which  contains  thirteen  thousand  volumes  of  carefully  selected 
works. 

There  '"s  a  Reading  Room  in  the  school  building,  designed  ex- 
clusively for  the  use  of  the  school,  and  in  it  are  to  be  found  all 
the  standard  periodicals  and  best  newepapers.  This  Reading  Room 
is  supported  by  the  students  and  each  student  is  expected  to  pay 
tw^enty  five  cents  per  year  for  its  privileges. 
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Tlio  Clicmiciil,  riiysii'iil,  ( Jeolo^^ical,  and  Hi<»loKi('al  Lalxjiuto- 
ries  are  all  n«>\v  and  are  wjuipped  with  the  best  facilities  for  por- 
forniin^  (vxpcriiiu'iits. 

There  are  seven  LiTKKAin  KiiA  i  i:i(M  iiKS,  J)(d|)luc,  (Jlionian, 
Philaletheaii,  A^onian,  (Tamnia  Sij:;ina,  Arethusa  and  Alpha  Delta, 
which  hold  semi-monthly  meetings  for  debate  and  general  literary 
culture.  The  Clionian,  Agonian,  Arethusa,  and  Alpha  Delta,  are 
for  ladies,  and  the  Delphic,  Philalethean,  and  Gamma  Sigma,  are 
for  gentlemen. 

There  is  also  a  Wend  ling  Rhetorical  Club,  which  is  composed 
of  those  who  are  members  of  the  senior  and  junior  classes  and  are 
not  members  of  one  of  the  fraternities. 

A  course  of  Lectures  and  Concerts  under  the  management 
of  tlie  fraternities,  gives  the  students  an  opportunity  of  listening 
to  the  representative  scholars  and  musicians  of  the  country. 

Physical  Training 

A  Gymnasium  fitted  with  modern  appliances  for  physical  de- 
velopment is  under  the  charge  of  a  competent  instructor. 

Eegular  and  systematic  exercises  are  given  daily  in  accordance 
with  the  best  methods  of  physical  culture,  and  the  benefits  that 
result  to  those  who  participate  cannot  be  overestimated. 

All  students,  who  are  not  excused  bj^  a  physician  on  account 
of  physical  inability  to  take  the  exercises,  are  required  to  take 
them,  and  to  provide  themselves  with  the  usual  gymnasium  suits, 
which  are  as  follows :  for  ladies,  navy  blue  blouse  and  bloomers, 
and  slippers;  for  gentlemen,  navy  blue  long  sleeved  Jersey  and 
slippers. 

Boarding 

Board  can  be  obtained  in  private  families  at  rates  varying  from 
$3.00  fo  $4.00  per  week,  exclusive  of  washing.  Lists  of  boarding 
places  will  be  furnished  by  the  Principal  upon  application.  It  is  ex- 
pected that  ladies  and  gentlemen  will  not  room  in  the  same  house. 

Students  w^ho  desire  assistance  in  securing  boarding  places  can 
obtain  it  by  calling  at  the  ofifice  of  the  Principal  when  they  arrive 
in  Geneseo. 
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Music 

Students  can  pursue  Instrumental  and  Vocal  Music  under  pri- 
vate instruction  at  reasonable  prices,  and  it  is  recommended  that 
those  who  contemplate  taking  instruction  iii  either  department 
correspond  with  the  teacher  of  that  department,  instead  of  with 
the  Principal  of  the  school. 

Regular 'lessons  in  Vocal  Music  are  given  daily  without  charge 
to  those  who  are  students  in  the  school.

Piano-forte  Department 


An  opportunity  is  offered  in  the  department  <»f  Instrumental 
Music  of  receiving;  instruction  on  Piano,  Organ,  Harmony^  Art  <»/ 
Fingcnng,  Priimi  Vista  Playing^  Church  Music,  etc. 

Special  attention  will  be  given  to  technique,  which  is  now  uni- 
versiilly  recognized  as  an  indispensable  basis  of  all  efficient  instruc 
tion  ui^)on  the  piano.  The  training  given  will  be  entirely  philo- 
sophical and  rational,  and  such  as  is  adopted  by  the  most  compe- 
tent instructors  in  Europe. 

Superior  facilities  will  be  afforded  for  learning  PHma  Vista 
Playing,  or  playing  at  sight.  It  is  believed  that  this  art  can  be 
taught  very  successfully,  inasmuch  as  the  method  of  teaching  is 
based  upon  a  rational  conception  of  the  nature  of  the  work  to  be 
accomplished. 

A  thorough  drill  will  be  given  in  the  principles  of  Fingersatz, 
so  that  the  student  will  be  enabled  to  discover,  by  the  application 
of  scientific  principles,  the  use  of  the  fingers  in  playing.  The  value 
of  such  instruction  can  hardly  be  over-estimated,  and  by  such  a 
course  many  of  the  difficulties  which  seern  almost  insurmountable 
are  removed. 

Weekly  recitals  will  be  given  by  the  pupils.  The  design  of 
these  is  to  give  the  student  some  practice  in  playing  before  an  au- 
dience, and  at  the  same  time  to  discover  any  excellencies  that  may 
be  adopted  or  defects  that  should  be  avoided  in  the  playing  of 
others. 

The  regular  course  of  instruction  is  quite  comprehensive  and 
will  require  from  two  to  four  years  of  diligent  work  to  secure  its 
completion.  It  includes  a  large  amouat  of  piano  study  si.nd practice 
and  exhaustive  study  of  the  rudiments  and  theory  of  music,  har- 
mony, technique,  the  elements  of  fingersatz,  church  music  and  ac- 
companim.ent  playing.  Upon  the  satisfactory  completion  of  the 
course  a  diploma  will  be  granted.
